Brazilian and Mtmeon orange juice is 
pouring into many juice products that 
appear to be American. A number of • 
Amcrii^ companies hide their imported 
juices, including-those made from or- 
anges picked by children, in juices made 
from conccniraic. Tropicona fresh juices 
are made by adults in Flori.do, white 
Tropiuna orange juice from concentrate 
contains oranges picked 1^ cliildren in 
Brazil and Mci&co. Sin^orly, 

FloridaGold orange juice froim concen- 
trate contains Brazilian juice, squeezed 
from the labor out of young children.

Food and Drug Adnunistrudon concern- 
ing FloridaGold orange juice’s deception • 
of consumers about its country of origin. 
But the FDA didn’t .ihiidc mislabding of 
orange juice was q matter of pilbUc im- 
ponance and has ollotmi the complaint 
to languish.

• But consider this: According to the 
United States Department of Labor, chil- 
dren picking and boxing oranges in 
Brazil ore paid S3.00 for working a 14- 

• hour day, or 21 cents per hour. Tomatoes 
from Mexico ore allowed to contain the 

unhealthy pesddde DDT, thou^ the 

United States banned the use of DDT on 
tomatoes and ocher ogricultural products 
— more than 10 years ago. While the feder- 
al govenunent warns Americans not to 

• eat fresh fruits and vegetables in Mexico, 

. and South and Central America, this 

same produce is sold at grocery stores 
across the United States. 

The unsafe and unsanitary working • 
conditions under which young children 
ore laboring can be hazardous to their 
health and to your own health. Both your 
conscience and your stomach should be 
wary of consuming fresh produce and 
juices from Mexico, Central and South 
America. 

If the government warns you not to 
drink' die water or eat fresh fruits and' ' 
vegetables when you travel to Mexico, 
Guatemala and Brazil, shouldn't con- 
sumers be warned to avoid the veiy same 
f^ts and vegetables when tmponed into 
the United States? At a rninlmum, the 
federal government should require' Aat 
grocery stores label fruits and vegetables 


with their country of origin so that con- 
sumer are fairly warned and can avoid 
possibly discosc-teden produce. 

•The related problems of diild labor - 

and unsafe produce needs to be attacked 
on several levels. First of all, Congress 
should pass a law banning the imp'o’rta- 
«,tion of products made by cliildren under 
, we age of IS. Congressman Chris Smith, 

- R-N.J., has recently introduced tliis legis- 
lation (H.R. 3812) that would enact this 
ban. This bill has been sponsored by six 

• members of Congress, three Democrats 
, and three Republicans. 

Secondly, federal law should require 

. me dear labelling of all produce for its — 
country of origin..No legislation is cur- 
rently being considered to require this 
consumer notification, but consumer 
. groups are now working on .various pro- ' 
posals.

“You serve as a higlily visible 
symbol of the Dallas Cowboys 
and the NFL,” commissioner 
Paul Tagliabuc wrote to Irvin in . 
a letter informing the Cowboys’ 

“As such, you arc an unusually 
prominent example for good and 
for bod for young people. While 
thqt visibility affords you sub- 
stantial benefits, financial and 
otherwise, it significantly 
increases and magnifies the neg- 
ative and detrimental impact of 
your misconduct on the league, 
its teams its players and its 
fans," 

The five-game suspension \vill' 
cost ^rvin over, $500,000 — he 
* mok» $102,647 a gome. He will 
miss games with the Chicago 
Bcors, New York Giants, 
Indianapolis Colts, Buffalo Bills

The ominous bus of their rat- 
tles is a warning for other crea- 
tures to stay away. 

Coloration is extremely vari* - 
able with black, brown, reddish, 
tan and greenish rattlers having 
been obscrv<;d. Darker blotclics 
of color are scattered along their 
backs. All have a black stripe 
running from their eyes, to 
behind their mouth. Their broad, 
triangular heads distinguish 
them from Idaho’s non-poisonous 
snakes. 

The western rattlesnake in 
Idaho grows to about 40 inches 
' long, but most arc in the 15- to 
30-inch range. 

-The young arc born alive in 
August or September with fully 
developed fangs and venotn 
sacks. A button is attached at the 
tail, and an additional rattle is 
added each time ^icy shed their 
skins. Shedding normally occurs 
' twice a year and tiic snakes are 
temporarily blind when they 

shed their skim 

Rattlesnakes are' dne of the 
“pit vipers" - so called because 
of a pit between the eye and nos- 
tril used to detect heat from 
warm-blooded animals. This 
unique organ allows them to find 
tlicir prey in darkness and strike 
with extreme accuracy. 

AftcrThc snake injects its 
venom, it waits a few minutes for 
the animal Icr-dic, tiien swallows 
it whole. Their jaws arc hinged 
and they can consume prey much- 
' larger than the diameter of theirV 
bodies. Rodqnts arc their main ' 
food, and. rattlesnakes. play a. - 
vital role in protecting farm crops 
from nefarious nibbling. 


• The-mixed offspripg-are.tisuaUy- 
larger than 'the pure, coyote arid 
can confuse experts who try to 
“Identify them. r- 

Coyotes aren't finicky about 
living quarters or food cither. 
They feast on cats, dogs and mice 
but survive on bugs and fruit.

Many communities have taken 
severe measures to expel coyotes 
tvith increasing bizarre behavior. 


Another unique feature is the 
Jacobson’s organ on the roof of a 
rattler's mouth.

This constantly flicking, 
forked tongue looks dangerous - 
but is completely harmless. It

nal cars and they can't even hear 
their own rattle.,Xhcy do-have * 
eyes, but no eyelids. More impor-- 
lahdy, they have on acute ability 
to detect vibrations. ' 

There are more myths oiid mis- 
conceptions about snakes thoil - 
any other animal on earth, llicy 
arc not slimy, nor do they hypno- - 
tize people or -have to coil to 
strike. They do not inject venom 
with their tongues, or milk cows, 
or fear horsehair ropes. 

Backpackers, campers, hunters 
and fishcrmch sho^d be aware 
that ratticsnak'cs can be found 
almost anywhere, particularly ' 
rocky habitat in the desert. In 
mid-summer, they lil^c co.movc.. 
into lush,., cool areas along 
streams where rodents are abun- 
dant.

Aiming for moose no easy task for novice hunter

BRITISH COLUMBIA — 
Through the cross hairs-of a 
Browning 7 mm bolt-nction 
Magnum, I had the upper right 
shank of a 1,200 pound, 18-poim 
Canadian bull moose in full 
focu.s; Already, ii'had been a 72- ' 
hour pursuit. Frost hung in the 
airandlwasfullof.rcsolvc.-. ■ • 

I was, after all, a moose hunter. 

' Until that moment, my 'idea of 
the great outdoors had .been sit-- 
ting on a sun deck with a cool 
fdtiss of snuvighon blanc. All that 
changed after spending 10 days 
near the Yukon border with four 
men: an outlaw, an ouifittoi', a 
wrangler and my German stepfa- 
ther, a hunter since the ogc of 4; 

. From sunup to sundown, wc 
methodiciHly made our. way 
through u maze of dense forests 
and tiptoed oround meadows 
looking for moose. There would 
i)e no discussion about soi'c backs 
. and bnitums after 14 hours on 
iinrscbuck. There would be, in 
fact, no talking at all. 

Silently, in the pitch black of 
morning and night, wc pushed 
oiirstflves-lo-tho bitter end. We- 
irudgod. througli icy Hvers, show 
storms and muddy bogs that 
.seemed to swallow our horses 
whole. 

TTiis was about pride and honor 
and life and death. This was 
about tests of will and respect. 

• This was a rite of passage to man- 
hood. Never mind that I am a3S- 
ycar-old woman. 

“Eat your caribou!” demanded 
my stepfather one night. I had 
refused. 

‘.‘■AVe’re latel” he lamented 
every morning before S a.m. "Get 
your gun!” 

I quickly took to nonfiltcrcd^ 
hand-rolled cigarettes and black 
coffee. 

This whole thing started with 
talcs of hunting trips that had 
come before. During a l,SOO-mlle 
,Jdrive_fromiSan. Francisco ,to_the_ 
northernmost part of British 
Columbia, I stru'^ed to separate 
fact from folklore while my step- 
hiihci' and our Canadian guide 
reminisced about a decade of' 
hums together. 

I learned of-streams brimming 
with 20-pound trout, eagles with 
6-fooi wingspans, man-eating griz- 
zly bears and rats that squeeze 
^through floor boards to gnaw on 


foam bed pads in the night. 

'Wc blew through three states 
in two days, pulling an empty 
trailer for the hoped-for carcasses 
, with a station wagon full of cold- 
weniher.goar, enough ammuni- 
tion to start a small war, and 10 
days worth of first-class provi- 
. sions: smoked solmon, Imported 
cheeses, chocolates and French 
cliampagnc. From o small airport 
. in.Quesnel, it would inko.iwo.pri;.. 
vatc plnncloiids at $300 a nip to 
drop-ship our luggage at camp a 
remote hunting spot called Shag 
Creek. 

Wc stopped briefly at a govem- 
. ment ofnee in Williams Lake, 80 
miles south of the airport, and 
armed ourselves with about $700 
wortli of hunting licenses: two for 
moose, and one fur u black bear, 
a caribou, n mule deer, and o 
wolf. Coyote, I was told, could be 
shot on sight without a jicrmit. 
Grouse were also available for 
the inking. 

From -the scvcn-scatcr Cessna 
Turbo 210,1 caught the first 
glimpse of the cndlc.ss patchwork 
of meadows and jack pine forests 
that would be home for the next 
two weeks. Except for the obvi- 
,.,,QUs fringe impact of.lhc.lumber 
industry, this expanse was still 
mainly the same raw frontier , 
uncovered by the North 
American pioneer Panhandle 
Phillips in the 1930s. 

In my romantic mind’s eye, I 
had visualized herds of moose 
and caribou feeding on willows 
and wading through clear, cool 
rivers. But from the cockpit, 1 saw 
that nothing could have been fur- 
ther kom the truth. The 
Canadian wilderness is quiet. 
Vast and quiet. It was my first 
inklijig about the meaning of a 
hunt, of becoming jiredatory. 

“How far away are we from the 
nearest town?” I innocently 
asked one of the wranglers, after 
a bumpy landing'on the grassy 
airstrip.’The ivrangler, never too 
far from a black, well-worn cow- 
' boy hat', lives alone at Shag 
Creek "ranch,' a .Wildlife 
Management Unit that the gov- 
ernment leases lo trained guides. 
He swaps his caretaker services 
for refuge from the law, 1 was ' 
told. I never dared to ask why. 

“By horse, or as the crow 
flics?” he asked. 

We ivere-nearly 100 miles from 
civilization. 

The first thing I learned was- 


that a hunt is only as good as 
your guide.

Humphrey, outreach coordinator for the program, said in a tele- 
phone interview from Arizona Tuesday.

“The bulk of the counties are now on board,” Humphrey said. San 
Juan County, Utah, is concerned about the plan, he said.
